tion, of the two empires has become 
accustomed to the frugality and self- 
denials which conditions imposed and 
those who judge the situation psh- 
chologically assert that the degree of 
asceticism which has been fostered 
in this manner has become an im- 
portant casual agent of military spirit 
and strength. 
Economy Important. 


The economic scheme which war 
forced upon central Europe is not 
without its novel and interesting feat- 
ures. In the first place the theory 
that money was likely to be the big- 
gest factor in a modern, war has been 
exploded, say the writers. It 
has 


been proven that the capacity to re- 
sist, economically is more important, 
a condition which presupposed both 
the availability of raw material and 
a good industrial organization. Ger- 
many, it is pointed out, possessed the 
latter to a high degree, and, ably sup- 
ported by its scientists, the empire 
was in a position not only to obtain 


. maximum results from its resources 
and stores, but to 
augment 
them, 
principally by the aid of its well-de- 
veloped chemistry and physical sci- 
ences.

suit, so that at the beginning^pf 1915 
most channels leading to 
economic 
waste had been '.shut. ."."•• ' ' 


One of. the; most, disftuieting prob- 
lems was that of metals for military 
purposes, notably copper; 
tin 
and 


nickej. The metals were needed in 
large quantiites; copper for the guide 
flanges of (the artillery 
projectiles, 
and copper and tin together, in the 
form ot grass, for shrapnel beads and 
rifle cartridges, while nickel was re- 
iiuired for the shells or mantels of 
rlflle bullets: Iron and steel 
were 
available 
in 
unlimited 
quantities. 


Much copper, tin, brass and nickel 
were during the summer turned over 
for use of the armies by the popula- 
tion. Thousands of tons were 
un- 
earthed in the "metal 
campaigns." 
These are still going on, but with the 
taking ot Serbia, and the opening of 
the road to Turkey, copper and tin 
are now no longer on the list of wor- 
ries. Copper is produced in consid- 
erable ciuantities in Serbia. Bulgaria 
and Turkish Asia Minor, the 
latter 
country also producing tin. 


Plenty of Chemicals. 
Chemicals and

substances 
needed Cor the manufacture of explo- 
sives have never been really scarce. 
This is especially true of cotton, one 
of 
the 
principal ingredients in tri- 


nitrocell-ulose explosives,

gun cotton is the best known. It is

methods in which some of the chem- 
icals were won, from the nitrogen of 
the air, for instance, will be super- 
fluous as soon as transport conditions 
from Anatolia have become normal.

The food question, by reason of its 
magnitude, required 
much 
thought

Hungarian industries could not, hope 
to supply their foreign

Imports, therefore, 
it is said, would have caused detri- 
mental financial drains. As one of 
the writers says: 


"England did us a great favor in 
cutting off our revenue of trade." 
Fully 85 per cent of the war loans 
have remained in the two countries. 
The money has been spent for war 
material turned out in

plants, and most of it has been paid 
out in wages. Rich and poor alike 
have subscribed 
to the war loans. 
The savings bank subscriptions and 
participation, of working people show- 
that the-war loans keep more or leas 
the same money in circulation. 
The 
surest barometer of leakage is the 
conversion of commercial securities, 
it is asserted, and this, while increas- 
ing a little with each, successive loan, 
has nevertheless been slight.

WILLS OF SOLDIERS CAUSE 
TROUBLE IN EUROPEAN COURTS 


Berlin, Feb. 10.—Questions of the va- 


iidtiy of soldiers' wills, generally made 
in the field and often iu the form of let- 
ters home, have ^iven the civil courts 
.some hard nuts to crack. 
In more 
than one case the perfectly patent in- 
tention of the devisor has had t.o be 
ignored because he did not. know how- 
to draw up a binding document. 
Two such cases have just been pass- 
ed upon, and the verdicts have been 
opposed to each other through sheer 
accident.. The first is that of a sol- 
dier who wrote from the trenches of 
France to his fiancee telling her that 
if he should fall he wanter her to have 
one-half of his property. 
He sent a 
second letter to her parents which he 
signed "Your Son Fritz." The first was 
signed "Your true Fritz." 
By accident rather than by design he 
.wrote out in one of the letters his full 
name and address to indicate how let- 
ters to him should be "made out. The 
court held that this accidental inser- 
tion of the full name legally establish- 
ed the identity of the testator, as his 
signatures did not, and therefore up- 
held the validity of the letter-will. 
A similar case went the other way 
because the letter was signed only by 
a Christian name. A mother sued in 
behalf of her daughter for half of a 
fallen soldier's estate, on the basis of 
a letter signed only "Heinrich" and 
not dated from any 
definite 
place. 
Though there seemed to be no moral 
doubt of Heinrich's 
intentions, 
the 
court ruled against his finaucee.

RATE PLAN IN GERMANY 


[BI ASSOCIATED PRESS.] ' 


Berlin, Feb. 10.—Some ot the diffi- 
culties which, for the present at least, 
confront many of the details of plans 
for increasing the birth, rate ot Ger- 
many, have led to a strong companion 
movement to lower the infant death 
rate. Its proponents argue that many 
steps are possible along this line at 
tbe present time. 


Prof. Dr. Langstein, director of the 


Kaiserin-Auguste-Viktoria-House 
. for 
combatting infant mortality 
in 
the 
German empire, believes that it will 
be possible to reduce Germany's loss 
in infants to seven or eight per cent, 
Sweden's present rate, and 
thereby 


grain about 200,000 in population an- 
nually/-He relies largely uop* educa- 
tion to accomplish this 
result—edu- 


cation beginning with children in the 
folk schools, and extending upwards 
BO as to include every person who hag 
anything to do with babies, mothers, 
nurses, physicians, and so on,. 


He advocates a mild form of 
sex 
hygiene Instruction in the schools, as 
well as both theoretical and practical 
education as to the care of 
children 
which shall extend from the lowest 
through tbe highets schools,

lieves, and he recommends that they 
publish helpful articles at regular in- 
tervals. 
They must, however, elim- 
inate advertisements of "offerings, the 
uge of which already costs the lives of 
a not inconsequential number of ba- 
bies."

LINCOLN'S GRANDFATHER 


FOUGHT IN CIVIL WAR 


ACCORDING TO EVIDENCE 


inv ASSOCIATBD TRESS.] 


Springfield, 111., Feb. 10.—Evidence 
tending to "prove that Abraham Lin- 
coln's grandfather was a soldier of 
the Revolutionary war has been un- 
earthed by Mrs. E. S. 
Walker o£ 
Springfield, an active worker of the 
Daughters of the 
American 
Revolu- 
tion. According to Mrs. Walker more 
than 500 soldiers ot the Revolution are 
known to be-buried in Illinois. 
She 
dug out this information by slow de- 
grees while engaged in compiling data 
to be used-in connection with the Illi- 
nois Centennial celebration 
by 
the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolu- 
tion. 
"It has been my duty to ascertain 
the number of' Revolutionary soldiers 
who lie buried In Illinois," said Mrs. 
Walker, discussing her- achievement. 
"This research baa-covered a period of. 
more than five years andx as a re- 
sult, over five hundred are'known to 
be buried in our State. 
"Of.this number the large majority 
came here- from .Virginia, 
For that 
reason, the records of that State have 
beenNsarefnlly studied. While-pursu- 
ing this Investigation I was attracted 
by the name of 'Abraham Lincoln' who 
served as a corporal in the Virginia 
militia during the Revolutionary war, 
from August county in 1777, and 
again 
in 1779 from 
Rockingham 
county. 
From the fact that President Lin- 
coln's grandfather was a president of 
Rockingham county at that time, and 
being of suitable age for service, and 
that the corporal bore the name of 
Abraham Lincoln, it seems quite prob- 
able that he was the grandfather of 
President Lincoln." 
Mrs. Walker's discovery will be 
brought to the attention of the faculty 
of the University of Illinois, who are 
preparing the Centennial history of 
Illinois and it is understood they will 
institute a systematic search for cor- 
roborative evidence.

Washington, Feb. 10.—The volcano, 


"Maur.a Loa, on the island of Hawaii, 
will blow up between Dec. 1, 1917, and 
Jan. ai, 1918. If this prediction misses, 
then Iho explosion is sure to coine.be- 
T.ween ,'iune 1 tind July 31, 1818. 
The prediction is Dr. T. A. Jaggar's. 


Dr. Jspgar is neither a seer nor an as- 
trologer. He is a 
professor o£ 
the 
"Massachusetts Institute of Teclmolosy 
who lias been living in the slopes of 
-Maun:i .Loa since 1!H2 studying its ac- 
tivities. 
Dr. Jaggar bolinvps that the predic 
tion ot volcanic eruptions can be made 
a science approximately as exact, as 
that of weather prediction. 
He is in 
Wasbireton urging 
that: the Mauna 
Loa volcano, the most active one on 
earth, be made, into a national park 


justreenl of subterranean 
pressures: 


( 4 > eruption of liquid lava; (50 cool- 
ing williin the volcano, and (6) accum- 
ulation of new pressure in the depths 
below. 
"It takes about ten yeara to com- 
plete this cycle in Mauna Loa. It was 
possible for us to predict the gas and 
lava foam eruption of Mauna Loa be- 
tween 1911 and 1915, and It actually 
came on November 25, 1914. 
Since 
then there has been the escape of gas 
(No. 
B in the cycle'of stages), and the 
next activity to be expected is the flow 
of molten lava. 
"This should come in or near Janu- 
ary or June, 1918. Why these partic- 
ular months? Science has discovered 
that there are tides in the solid' crust 
of the earth just as there are in the 
sea. 
University of Chicago scientists 
have demonstrated that the ground 
beneath our 
feet rises and 
falls as 
much as a foot twice each day. The 
land tides, just like the ocean tides, 
are caused by the attractive force of 
the sun and moon. 
"These 
tides 
cause 
tremendous 


snueemng in the subterranean depths. 
The heaviest tides come near the sum- 
mer and winter solstices, when the 
combined attractive force of the sun 
and urioon is greatest, in 1918 the pres- 
sure beneath Mauna Loa will be near 
the bursting point. 
The tremendous 
squeeze o2 the winter of 1917-1918 is 
likely to touch it 
off. If it has 
not 
reached the bursting point by then, the 
next great, squeeze will be in the sum- 
mer of 1918, when the eruption is al-

SAYS ILLINOIS JUDGE

Judge J. P. McGoorty Declares Great- 


ness of Nation Is Character 


of Its People. 


[Bl- ASSOCIATED TBEBS.] 


Chicago, Feb. 10.—Speaking before 
the mid-winter banquet of the Wis- 
consin Society of Chicago here 
to- 
night, Judge John P.. McGoorty of the 
Apellate court of Illinois said: 
"The people of the'United States, 
the foremost champions of the rights 
of neutrals and the freedom 
of 
the 
seas, are aroused, aa never before, to 
the 
.Uncertainty 
of the. continued 
maintenance without force, of peace, 
with honor. 
"The widespread existing sentiment 
in our country in. behalf of national 
preparedness has been strengthened 
by a personal appeal, of most solemn 
protent, made by our president dur- 
ing his recent tour of the middle west. 
Jn this- lour, we do not doubt that 
there still lives a spirit of heroic 
sacrifice and sublime devotion to our 
national ideals, ever ready as in the 
past to manifest itself in behalf 61 
our common country. 
"The adoption of a policy of ade- 
quate preparedness involves 
a 
re- 


adjustment of our national policies. 
We must pay the price, however high, 
to render secure from the invader the 
nation's honor and 
the 
American 
home. President Wilson- says we are 
a .nation of idealists. Trie greatness 
of a nation is determined 
by 
the 
character of its people. If we are 
to retain those ideals so vital to com- 
mon progress, it must be through the 
home. 


Importance of Home. 


"The acceptance of some practicable 
system of universal military training, 
for the American youth must neces- 
sarly include the essential traits of 
obedience and 
self 
control. 
Our 
courts give daily evidence that paren- 
tal authority is less potent, and the 
limitations imposed by law, for the 
common good, upon the will of the 
individual, ;are m'ore frequently ex- 
ceeded. Nor can we view with com- 
placency the truth that the very sanc- 
tity of the home itself is frequently 
destroyed by the separation, through 
judicial decree, of its founders, trace- 
able in many instances to an absence 
of salutary restraint in early life, and 
failure to realize that marriage is a 
divine institution. 


"L»et the spirit of peace and 
re- 


ligion forever dwell in the American 
home, forming1 the warp and woof o£ 
our national life. The titanic strug- 
gle now in progress in Europe, awful 
in its destructiveness and so wide- 
spread in its scope,- may bring manv
